Soon the present Perry County Court- 
house, erected in 1912 will be replaced by a 
modern new building. This was the subject 
of a co wersation a few days ago in the Office 
of the Circuit Court Clerk. Grace Holliday 
Strong Judge S M. Ward, being in the Clerk’s 
Office and having occasion to use the Clerk’s 
Seal said, “Grace, I believe this seal Is the same 
me used when Felix B. Feltner was circuit 
Court Clerk in 1897. and by the way, let me 
tell you a tale regarding this seal and he re- 
lated: 

Felix B. Feltner was elected Circuit Court 
Clerk of Perry County at the Regular Novem- 
ber election in 1897 He served in that capac- 
ity from the first Monday to January 1896 until 
the first Monday in January. 1904 

He had a son named Curt. Last I knew 
of him he lived at Pinedale, Wyoming. How- 
ever, when Curt was just a small boy and 
along about 1898 or 1899 he went to the 
Clerk’s office and get hold of the Official 
Seal and swapped it to a boy for a cut. His 
daddy, when he learned of it, made him take 
the cat back and get the Seal. I do not know 
how long that Seal had been in use here It was 
probably the first seal ever obtained for this 
office. 

Mrs.. Strong Mated that the present seal 
was here in this office when she was elected 
in 1956 and wa; in a rather dilapidated con- 
dition a-d neeoed a little work done on it and 
she acouired the servies of Mr Calitri of the 
Vocational School who fixed it and she has 
been using ft since then. 

The Official Seal bears date of patent 
March 9. 1909 and is believed to have been 
placed in the Clerk’s Office in 1912 when the 
Cau.'thoue was rebuilt after fire destroyed 
the first one.

Letter From Attorney General 



Dear Editor: 

I recently received the fallowing letter from the State 
Attorney General: 

“In response to your inquiry of March 18, 1964, relative 
to the classification of Hazard as a city of the Third Class 
and raising the questions of the prospects for having it re- 
classified into an inferior classification, we refer you to 
Section 156 of the Constitution. 

That Section prescribes the population brackets for cities 
of the six classificatons. A city of the Third Class falls 
within the population bracket of 8,000 or more, and less 
than 20,000. A city of the Fourth Class falls in the popula- 
tion bracket of 3,000 or more, and less than 8,000. 

KRS 81.010 assigns the Chy of Hazard to the classifica- 
tion of Third Class. 

The assignment of cities to the various classifications 
under Section 156 of the Constitution Is the proper function 
of the General Assembly, which, the Constitution says, shall 
“ . . . change assignment* made as the population of said 
cities and towns may increase or decrease, and to the ab- 
sence of other satisfactory information, shall be governed by 
the last preceding federal census in so doing . . . " 

It would be our opinion that “oilier satisfactory infor- 
mation” as mentioned in Sectioq 156 of the Conatitutlon 
properly used as a basis for establishng the population of a 
city for the purposes of seeking reclassification could be a 
census taken by a reliable public organizaton, such as a cen- 
sus was taken of Brandenburg, Kentucky by Uie Young 
Bustoes* Women's Club of that city to show m increase in 
population to enable that city to be roc 1st tilled to Fifth 
Class from Sixth Cl as*. 

Such a census by a responsble organization could ba 
taken to your city, then have the census finding certified

A BRAVE MAN LAID TO REST

Gf>n«ral Douglas McArthur, 
a hero of World War I and 
World War II, was a five star 
general. 

General McArthur fought for 
life for a week or longer un- 
til Sunday, April 6, 1964. He 
died at the Walter Reed Hos- 
pital. New York City at the 
age of 84. His body laid in- 
state in New York until Wed- 
nesday. April 8, when it was 
taken to Washington, D. C., to 
rest in the rotundra of the 
Qapitol building of a casion 
drawn by six whiae horses 
with honor guards and service 
men from the five branches of 
the service at 2:45 p.m. 

The funeral possession mov- 
ed slowly down Pennsylvania 
Avenue. This remains me of 
another great leader. President 
John F. Kennedy, November 
22. when the lonesome death 
“Taps” pleyed as today for 
General of the Army, Douglas 
McArthur. 

The casion moved up Capitol 
Hill, where the body laid in 
state on the Lincoln catapault. 
The casketw as of Army steel 
weighing 2700 pounds and was 
dr ped in a U. S. flag. 

General McArhur was buried 
in an Army summer uniform 
with none of his awards on 
him except his five star em- 
blem on his shoulder repre- 
senting his rank. 



Music was furnished by the 
U. S. Army band. In a limosine 
behind the casion where Mrs. 
McArthur and her son, Arthur. 
There were nine pall bearers 
that carried his body to the 
rotundra, where the president- 
ial wreath of red and white 
carnations wasc placed by the 
casket. He had a 21 gun salute 
at his Washington funeral. His 
personal flag was carried by a 
soldier. R was a five star flag. 

The body was romeved from 
the casion and carried up tho 
long steps of the Capitol to* 
the rotundra a 3:30 p.m. The* 
song, “Our Leader Is Gone.’* 
was played by he Army band 
is they approached the Capitol 
Following behind were Mrs. 
McArthur and son. Arthur, and 
other members of the family. 
The body was placed on the 
stand where Abraham Lin- 
coln’s body lay. 

Services were held by Chap- 
lain Frederick B. Harris and 
Chaplain Bernard Bankenhamp 
He was carried to the casion 
by an Army horse. 

General McArthur was taken 
to Norfolk, Virginia. He had 
requested this as his 1 final 
resting place. He was evutomb- 
in the McArthur Memorial 
Cemetery on Saturday, April 
11. 1964.

ARH Wants Congress To Lend Money To Students 



An official of Appalachian 
Regional Hospitals, Inc., rec- 
ommended to Congress last 
week that the federal govern- 
ment lend $1,000 a year to 
Mudents studying to be profes- 
sional nurses. 

Dr. O. J. Wilson, assistant 
executive director for develop- 
ment and education, testified 
in Washington April 10 before 
a House subcommittee on the 
nurse education bill, which 
proposes loans of $1,00 for the 
first year and $5$$ for each 
additional year of schooling. 

A.R H I., a non-profit, non — 
sectrian corporation, operates 
Bommutifty ho-pitata at Har- 
lin. Hazard, McDowell, Mid- 
rflosboro and Whitesburg. It 
also operates the Professional 
School cf Nursing at Harlan. 

“It must be recognized, the 
former president of Findlay 
(Ohio) college told the com- 
mittee, that, unlike college 
young men and women pursu- 
ing a four-year liberal arts 
prgoram, professional nursing 
students are unable to hold 
a part-time jobs to supplement 
their alolwances from borne. 
In many cases they have little 



or no rinancial assistance other 
than what they can borrow. 

He recommended that the 
provlskin for forgiveness of 
student loans, now pegged in 
the bill at 60 per cent. De ex- 
tended to 100 per cent. 

Dr. Wilson suggested other 
changes in the nurses educa- 
tion bill, which attempts to 
carry out President Johnson’s 
r?commendatft>ns for federal 
aid to stimulate an increase of 
130,000 in the number of pro- 
fessional nurses by 1970. 

He proposed that the federal 
government give to profession- 
al nursing schools a grant of 
$500 per student to help fin- 
ance instruction. “The profes- 
sional nursing schools of the 
nation,” he commented, “have 
borne the daggering cost for 
nursing education clone for 
many decades.’’ 

The bill would provide con- 
struction grants to nonprofit 
hospital schools of nursing if 
they put up $1 in cash for ev- 



RORgestcd that provision bo 
cry $2 in grants. Dr. Wilson 
made in the bill for the ap- 
praisal of an existing structure 
for which expansion is con- 
templated and that the cur- 
rent apprased value be accept- 
d In lieu of cash. 

The ARH! official lauded the 
hill generally and said It 
would constitute a "tremend- 
ous stimulus to young men 
and women to enter the nun- 
ing profession.
